Delaware and New Jersey Added ie 
States With Cattle Disease 
W ashington, Nov. Hi— Delaware and 
New Jersey were added to the list of 
quanantined s t a t e because of the dis­ 
covery of foot and mouth disease at 
| W ilmington and Bergen. Tnis brings 
the num ber of quarantined states lip 
to thirteen. 
All shipm ents of live stock from 
C anada to the United States will be 
barred 
by a quarantine order pre­ 
pared at the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture. There is no evidence of foot aud 
mouth disease in the Dominion, hut 
infec ted cars have been scut over the 
border, and the order is issued to 
prevent their return.

prevention of war wus urged by the 
executive 
council of 
the American 
Federation of Labor in its annual re­ 
port to the convention, ri presenting 
2,027,071 member.; of the allied or­ 
ganizations iii Mission here. 
Convinced that the g ila te s t burden 
of the European war la falling on the 
shoulders of the tollers, the council 
de c la red : 
“So far we have m ade little pro­ 
gress in organizing agouties for o r­ 
ganizing 
international 
relations to 
m aintain peace ami justice. The war 
has shown that war cannot b<* stopped 
by resolutions and th at war cannot 
put un end to itself. 
“ M ilitarism and com petitive arm a­ 
ment m ust he abolished and tribunals 
tor aw arding justice and agencies tm 
enforcing determ inations m ust he in­ 
stituted. International issues and In­ 
terests exist. 
Political 
institutions 
should be established to correspond 
to political developments. Vnose moat 
interested should h ad in dem ands for 
world federation urid the rules of rea­ 
son between nations. 
Tile 
working 
people of ail lands bear t ie brunt of 
war. They do the fighting, pay war 
taxes and suffer most I rum the disor­ 
ganization of com m erce arui Industry 
which results from war, 
“The working people, the masse 
of the world's population, t an end all 
wars If they but have the independ­ 
ence to think and to give Ile lr con- 
vietions reality by daring to do. Wars 
will (eu.se only when society Is con­

Pennsylvanian Gets Quick Relief 


From Disorders O f His Stomach 


Wend ie Rehm, about forty 
years 
obi, married and the father 
of 
five 
children, wax found dead on the road 
one half a 
mile 
from 
Yocumtowi* 
Monday 
evening 
at 
5:30 
o’clock. 
Death was 
caused 
by 
a 
fractured 
skull sustained 
when 
kicked 
by 
a 
mule. Whether he was kicked before 
he fell from the wagon, on which he 
was hauling tin roofing from 
Golds­ 
boro to Lewisberry for Joseph Sutton, 
or while failing-from 
the vehicle in 
not known. 
Dr. S. J. Roberts, Goldsboro, 
who 
was on the road to his home, a short 
distance from where Mr. Rehm was 
found, arrived at the scene of the ac­ 
cident 
within 
ten 
minutes, 
having 
ta*eri reached by telephone. He found 
that Rehm was past surgical aid. 
Rehm, who was a former, living 
a 
half mile 
northeast 
of 
Lewisberry, 
was driving his own 
team. 
One 
of 
the mules was young and known as a 
kicker. Going down the slight 
grade 
where the accident occurred, Rehm is 
supposed to have leaned over to apply 
the bruke and lost his I»alance, or 
to 
have been kicked by the young mule 
while he was in th a t 
position. 
The 
skull was fractured on the left side 
at the forehead. From the marks on 
the head it was evident to the physi­ 
cian that the injury was inflicted 
by 
the mule’s kick.

I couldn’t make them 
understand and as they had never seen 
shells before, I didn't know what they 
would do. 
They behaved splendidly. 
and I think they thought the shells 
were firework* let off for their Ismeflt.

T om ato Souffle.—Take three large to 
rnafoes, scald, skin and slice them 
Cook in a double tailer with one hay 
leaf, a teaspoonful of Hilt. a slice of 
union aud six peppercorns for half an 
hour until the tomatoes are thoroughly 
cooked. 
Now melt two tablespoonfuls 
of b u tter and add two tahU*s|»oonftils of 
floor.
